2 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art 
discloses: 

A junction box with busbars in two directions, longitudinal and lateral, with a tab 
terminal extending from one of the busbars into a connector fitting part. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs in that: 

Both the lateral and longitudinal busbars have a terminal projecting into the 

connector fitting chamber. 

2.1 The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) 
The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as: 
Providing a more versatile joint connector block. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following 
reasons:
